Indianapolis, Aug. 2 — The 
Indiana 
“ Progressive” party, made up of the 
followers of Theodore Roosevelt, amid 
scenes of enthusiasm sometimes rising 
to a pitch of real 
fetvor. put the 
above ticket in the field, adopted the 
figure of a bull moose as their party 
emblem, adopted a platform of “ pro­ 
gressive” principles, named delegates- 
at-large to the national convention of 
the Roosevelt party at Chicago next 
week, 
named 
electors-at-large, 
and 
elected Edw in M. Lee. chairman of the 
Republican state committee in the last 
campaign, as chairman of the state 
committee of the new party, and ad­ 
journed with many expressions of zeal­ 
ous attachment to the new cause. The 
“ hornin'” of the new party occupied 
the time between 10:30 o'clock in the 
forenoon and 3:45 in the afternoon. 
The Tomlinson hall convention was 
called to order hv Edwin M. Lee, who 
got a rousing hand when he addressed 
the delegates as “ Fellow Bull Moos- 
ers.” 
The term which has been ap­ 
plied to the Roosevelt movement in 
derision on account of the colonels 
frequent reference to himself as feel­ 
ing as fit as a bull moose, seems to 
have come to stay, in Indiana, at least, 
for a part of the day’s doings was the 
adoption of the 
figure of the hull 
moose as the party emblem. 
The two 
great moose heads which adorned the 
hall, together with a monster portrait 
of Colonel Roosevelt and lesser por­ 
traits of Washington, Lincoln and A l­ 
bert J. Beveridge, received much ad­ 
miring attention throughout the day. 


A Bu sin ess-Like Body. 


The hall was filled to the topmost 
gallery. 
It was an alert, attentive, or 
derly, apparently determined 
crowd 
that seemed to be there for a real pur­ 
pose, and the manner in which it set 
about the object of its call was a les­ 
son for future state conventions. 
There was a tenseness in the atti- 
ture of those 1,441 delegates that is 
not often noted in such gatherings. 
This was a matter of general remark 
among the many mer-e onlookers. 
"W e are assembled here today, not 
at the behest of any boss,” said Mr. 
Lee. “ This is the birth of a new party. 
It will not take two or four years for 
the people to put the stamp of approv­ 
al on this party. 
W e will win in No­ 
vember.” 
And the crowd agreed with 
him. 
Following the invocation by the 
Rev. Albert Hurlstone, and thè reading 
of the official call by Secretary Harvey 
B. Stout of Indianapolis, Mr. Lee in­ 
troduced Frederick Landis of T r a n s ­ 
port, who in a speech abounding in 
characteristic epigrams, aroused the 
delegates to the highest point of party 
enthusiasm. 
One pleasing interrup­ 
tion followed the speaker's declaration 
In 
favor of 
woman’s suffrage 
that 
made a big hit with the audience. 
It 
was the unexpected sound of a wom­ 
an's voice in an Indiana state conven­ 
tion. 
Ur. Hannah Graham of Indianapolis, 
one of the state's leading suffragists, 
who, with a considerable cornpanv of 
women, occupied a front position fin 
the stage, arose and in a few' wTell- 
directed remarks, thanked the speaker 
and the party for the indorsement of 
the suffrage cause. 
It was something 
different in convention routine. 
Then 
when Mr. Landis for the first time 
brought in the name of President Taft 
there was -something different again. 
For the first time in Indiana conven 
tion crowds the English “ boo” was em­ 
ployed instead of the fam iliar hiss as 
a mark of disapproval. 
So spontane­ 
ous were these bcos, so concerted was 
the contemptuous expression, so alto 
gether unusual in an Indiana audience, 
that it left but one conclusion and that 
was 
that 
the 
delegates 
had 
been 
coached for the act.

ous. horrid sound, far from pleasing.

rousing one than that which greeted 
his appearance when he was escorted 
to the platform to acknowledge his 
nomination as head of the ticket. “ You 
have chosen me to lead this fight.” he 
said, “ and I will lead it.” 
And that 
and nearly every other sentence of 
his brief speech was punctuated with 
applause. 
Horace C. Stilw ell was permanent 
chairman of the convention.

tion, with one-third vote each:

The Resolutions. 


Rarely has the formal outgiving of 
a political party through its resolu 
tions received as enthusiastic an in 
dorsement from the delegates as was 
given the report of 
the resolutions 
committee in this convention. 
Many 
times the reading of the resolutions 
was interrupted by applause as some 
particularly 
progressive 
plank 
was 
presented to view. 
The declaration 
in favor of woman's suffrage easily led 
in the warmth of reception accorded, 
and the declaration favoring count} 
local option came second. 
Other pop­ 
ular planks were those declaring for 
the initiative, the referendum and the 
recall; direct primaries for the nom­ 
ination of all elective offices; election 
of United States senators by direct 
vote of the people; preferential vote 
for candidates for president and vice 
president; a more effective and ecu 
nomical registration act; a minimum 
wage for women wage earners; effi 
cient child labor laws and the rigid 
enforcement thereof: a public utilities 
commission; prohibiting corporations 
from the issuance or sale of watered 
stock; workmen’s comjiensatlon act 
home rule for cities with power tc 
adopt their own charters; competitive 
merit system in the civil service of 
the cities and counties of the state: 
elimination of technicalities which de 
lay court 
trials; 
state conservation 
commission; national income tax and 
state inheritance tax; revision of road 
laws; liberal pensions to soldiers; fed 
eral regulation of corporations, and a 
tariff measured by the differences he 
twreen the cost of production here and 
abroad. 
The plank declaring for "the erc< 
tion of a state library and archive me 
morial building in celebration of the 
centennial of the state in 1916, the 
state having now no adequate place 
for its priceless historical documents 
and library,” got a good “ hand,” as did 
the one favoring the calling of a con 
stitutional convention by the next leg 
islature, the delegates thereto to he 
chosen by direct vote of the people on 
a non-partisan ballot. 
The 
plank 
relating to the liquor 
question is as follows: 
“ W e hold that 
the liquor traffic is a moral question 
and that its solution rests wholly in 
the moral and religious attitude of the 
people themselves; that the moral and 
religious attitude of the people of In ­ 
diana can and will be honestly ex 
pressed on the liquor question only 
when it is wholly divorced from poll 
tics. 
As a 
permanent solution 
we 
agree to enact the initiative and ref 
erendum, 
through 
which 
method 
a 
vote of the whole people honestly ex 
pressed, without bias or prejudice of 
party politics, may he had. 
In the 
meantime we favor county local option 
as a temporary relief.”

Washington, Aug. 2.— President Tat” 
delivered an address outlining the is­ 
sues of the campaign in form ally ac­ 
cepting the nomination of the Chicago 
conve n tion. 
He declared that the preservation of 
the constitution and the maintenance 
of an independent judiciary constitute 
the supreme issue in the contest. 
The 
president asserted that both Roosevelt 
and Wilson are headed straight toward 
socialism, and he invited Republicans 
and Democrats alike to join in com­ 
batting the menace offered by their 
candidacies. 
The president did not mention Roos­ 
evelt by name, but repeatedly referred 
to him and his followers as “ the for­ 
mer Republicans who have left tneir 
party.” 
The president was notified of his 
nomination before about 50 0 Republi 
can leaders who had gathered at the 
W hite House from all parts of the 
country. 
The ceremonies, which were 
in the east room of the W hite House, 
were as informal as possigble. 
The 
president’s speech and that of Sena­ 
tor Root, who delivered the notifica­ 
tion address, were spoken to the ac­ 
companiment of a battery of moving 
picture machines. 
This was the first 
time moving picture machines ever 
have been admitted to a W hite House 
function. 
The president 
was at times dra­ 
matic in his denunciation of those who 
are trying to wreck the Republican 
party. 
Many of his points were driven 
home with an emphasis unusual for 
him, and he was enthusiastically ap­ 
plauded. 
The handclapping was pro­ 
longed when the president declared 
that “ hostility to the judiciary and the 
measures to take away its power and 
independence constitute the chief def­ 
inite policy of those reformers whose 
control the Republican party escaped 
at Chicago and the Democratic party 
yielded at Baltim ore.” 
Of the fifty-two places on the notifi­ 
cation committee, there were half a 
dozen vacancies, due to resignations, 
and only about thirty of the number 
serving were aide to he present. C hair­ 
man Hilles of the national committee 
managed to get away from headquar­ 
ters long enough to come to the meet­ 
ing. 
A large number of other national 
committeemen were present and most 
of the Republican senators and repre­ 
sentatives in congress. 
The president 
was attended by all his cabinet officers 
except Secretary Meyer of the navy. 
Mrs. Taft was accompanied by several 
women friends. 
After the ceremonies the president 
and Mrs. Taft received ali the guests 
in the blue room, and then a buffet 
luncheon was served.

Sur to Corinto. j 
It is likely that she will return to San ; 
Juan soon to keep open the cable col- j 
lections at that point. 
Minister Weitzel reports quiet pre­ 
vails once more in Managua, the cap­ 
ital. 
The police, headed by Salvador 
Mena, brother of General Mena, had 
followed the general, but a provisional 
police force has been organized and 
protection of Americans is assured. 
The government claims to have full 
control of the entire country except 
the department of Mazayas. 
It has been known for some time 
that plots against the peace of Cen 
tral Am erica have been brewing in 
New Orleans and New York, the cities 
to which “ emigrados politicos” flock. 
Not only Nicaragua, but 
Honduras
